The First Pentecost after the Resurrection: 



The Feast of Pentecost, or Feast of Weeks, 
occurs 7 weeks, or on the 50 th day, after 
Passover and commemorates the day 
Moses received the Tablets of Stone upon 
which the Ten Commandments were 
written by the Finger of God Himself. 

... from the mountain in the midst of th 
fire ... He wrote them on two tablets of 
stone. Deut5:22 



When the Day of Pentecost had fully 
come, they were all with one accord 
in one place. And suddenly there 
came a sound from heaven, as ofarushin 
mighty wind, and it filled the whole house 
where they were sitting. Then there 
appeared to them divided tongues, as of 
fire, and one sat upon each of them. 
And they were all filled with the Holy Spirit 
and began to speak with other tongues, 
as the Spirit gave them utterance 
Acts 2:1-4 





The First Pentecost after the Resurrection: 

1. Fulfilled the "Promise of the Father 

Behold, I send the Promise of My Father 
upon you; tarry in the city of Jerusalem 
until you are endued with power from on 
high. " Luke 24:49 

Jesus commanded them ... "to wait for 
the Promise of the Father, for John tru 
baptized with water, but you shall be 
baptized with the Holy Spirit not many 
days from now. "Acts 1:4-6 
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"The Father ...will give you another Helper, 
... the Spirit of truth. John 4:16-17 
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2. Allowed His Disciples to Follow 
in the Pathway of Jesus 

When baptized, Jesus came up 
immediately from the water; and behold, 
the heavens were opened to Him, and He 
saw the Spirit of God descending like a 
dove and alighting upon Him. Matt 3:

3. Believers became Holy Spirit "avatars' 
to be transformed from the inside out 
and continue the Mission of Jesus 

"... the Spirit of truth ... dwells with you 
and will be IN_ you." John 14:17 

But we all, with unveiled face, 
beholding as in a mirror the glory 
of the Lord, are being transformed into the 
same image from glory to glory, just as by 
the Spirit of the Lord. 2 Corinthians 3:18 

"The Spirit of the Lord is upon Me, 
Because He has anointed Me to preach 
the gospel to the poor; He has sent 
Me to heal the brokenhearted, 
to proclaim liberty to the captives 
and recovery of sight to the blind, 
to set at liberty those who are 
oppressed; to proclaim the 
acceptable year of the Lord. Luke 4:18-19 






> WHAT IS THE BAPTISM OF THE HOLY SPIRIT: 



Jesus stood and cried out, saying, "If anyone thirsts, let him come to Me and drink. He 
who believes in Me, as the Scripture has said, out of his heart will flow rivers of living 
water. " This He spoke concerning the Spirit, whom those believing in Him would receive; 
for the Holy Spirit was not yet given, because Jesus was not yet glorified. John 7:37-39 



While Peter was still speaking these words, the Holy Spirit fell upon all those who heard 
the word ... For they heard them speak with tongues and magnify God. ... Then I 
remembered the word of the Lord, how He said, "John indeed baptized with water, but 
you shall be baptized with the Holy Spirit." Acts 10:44-11:16

.. He will teach you all things and will remind you of My Words (John 14:26) 
.. He will testify of Me to you and you also will bear witness (John 15:26) 
.. He will convict the world of sin, righteousness and judgment (John 16:8-11) 
.. He will continually guide you into deeper truth (John 16:13) 
.. He will speak to you what He has heard from the Father (John 16:13) 
.. He will tell you of things to come (John 16:13) 
.. He will glorify Me with messages from above (John 16:14-15)

FIRST SALVATION: "You must be born again/ 7 John 3:7 ^^^^ 
In Him you also trusted, after you heard the word of truth ... having believed, you were 



sealed with the Holy Spirit of promise. Ephesians 1:13 

He breathed on them, and said to them, "Receive the Holy Spirit. " John 20:22 
THEN THE BAPTISM OF THE HOLY SPIRIT: "He will baptize you with the Holy Spirit." Mark 1 :8 
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Repent, and let every one of you be baptized in the name of Jesus Christ for the remission of 
sins; and you shall receive the gift of the Holy Spirit. For the promise is to you and to your 
children, and to all who are afar off, as many as the Lord our God will call. " Acts 2:38-39
